Referring to Fig. 3, a simplified architectural diagram of an embodiment of the present 
invention is shown. Here a data buffer 30 is shown disposed central to a packet processor. A 
buffer controller 3 1 determines based on the header within a packet, a next processor of a 

\ plurality of processors to process data packets. The buffer controller 3 1 provides the data packet 

to a port for provision to the next processor. A master processor 32 acts to format each packet in 
order to insert a header therein indicative of processes required for processing that packet.
